PREFACE 

This  bibliography  contains  references  on  the  first  10  pages  to  most  of 
the  English  language  publications  that  concern  Burma  in  general  and  3U  pages 
numbered  Bl  through  B3U,  that  concern  Biology  and  related  Natural  History 
subjects.  Mar^r  of  the  Biology  references  are  about  India  and  other  regions 
adjacent  to  Burma  because  the  flora  and  fauna  of  these  regions  is  important 
to  Burma  in  many  instances. 

General  references,  such  as  monographs  of  particular  groups  of  plants 
or  animals  and  certain  general  texts  are  given,  as  xvell  as  particular 
studies.  These  together  should  enable  the  student  and  research  worker  to 
gain  a  comprehension  of  particular  subjects  he  may  wish  to  study. 

Forests  and  forestry  are  included  but  not  in  detail. 

The  references  to  Vertebrate  animals  are  more  extensive  than  to  the 
Invertebrate  animals,  and  very  few  references  are  given  to  Protozoa  and 
parasites. 

A  selected  bibliography  concerning  Agriculture  has  also  been  made  and 
references  in  it  will  supplement  some  of  the  Biological  topics  considered 
here. 
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
